ST. PACT., Minn., May 10.—As far u 


can be learned by nay ot identification 
Mr. Chaa. 8. Rogers, president of fhe 
Northwestern cordage works, commit- 
ted suicide this afternoon shortly after 
8 o'clock by jumping off the high 
bridge. 


Mr. Rogers left home early this 


morning, and has not returned. Be 
usually comes home to dinner, but 
failed to do so to-day, and has not ap- 
peared at his office. 


About 8 o'clock this afternoon a boy 


named J. H. Karl was crossing the 
high bridge when a man drove up and 
•topped him. "I want you to take this 
horse and buggy home for me," he 
said quietly. The man handed him a 
paper on which was written. "C. 8. 
Rogers, 419 Grove street" He also 
handed him a krtter addressed to "Chaa. 
8. Rogersy-'ftresldant Northwestern 
CordagViSx" The man then got out at 
the .boggy, and without a moment's) 
warning stepped to the ratling and 
jumped into the air, descending to the 
water of the river, a distance of about 
160 feet. 


Thus far no trace of the remains 


has been found, though a Urge num-, 
berof men are now on the river in 
boats searching for the body. 


It ia not thought that Mr. Hogers had 


been involved in any financial difficul- 
ties, and it Is believed that a fit of tem- 
porary insanity caused him to commit 
suicide. Mr. Rogers was one of the 
leading business men of this city, and 
was well-to-do financially. He was a 
son-in-law of Mr. E. V, Drake, one of 
the wealthiest men ofthe city.

BUN DOWN AND KILLED 


With a Complete Burglar's Outfit Upon 
Bis Person. 


PlITSBDBQH, Pa., May 20.—Charles 


Mylan was run down by a train and 
killed at Thirty-third street hist 
Wednesday. The body was examined 
•t the morgue, and a revolver, mask 
and burglar's complete outfit were 
found. When killed Mylan was ac- 
companied by his brother and a man 
whose name Is not known. Yesterday 
morning B. Q. Mylan (the brother) was 
placed under arrest in the office of 
Bnpt. Pitcalrn of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, where he had gone to ask for 
transportation for himself and brother 
to their home in Heresville, Lancaster 
county. 


The evidence secured ifl to the effect 


that the men are members of a gang 
bf thieves that have been operating 
along the line of the Pittsburgh, Vir- 
ginia & Charleston railway for several 
monfha. ,*The gang has been bold to a 
remarkable degree. Mylan was Iden- 
tified by the trainmen, and upon his 
parson was found a watch the property 
ofabrakeman. He was locked up on 
seven charges of highway robbery. 
Mylan refuses to talk. Detectives an 
hunting for the missing companion of 
Mvlan, and more sensational develop- 
menta are expected.

Oexmany Is Aghast. 


BEBUH, May 20.—The firm of which 


the late Baron Bleichroder, the famous 
financier and friend of Prince Bismarck, 
was the chief, and which still holds a 
leading place in German finance, states, 
in an interview, that Germany is aghast 
at the falling prices in America. It 
was expected that an Increase of busi- 
ness and a consequent rise of prices 
would follow the opening of the Chi- 
cago World's fair. The only apparant 
reason, the firm states, for the bad 
condition of affair* in America is the 
unsettled condition of the silver ques- 
tion, and the absence In America of a 
State bank similar to that of Germany. 


Protests Against Sunday Opening. 
NBW YOEK, May SO.—The general 


synod of the Reformed Presbyterian 
church continued its session yesterday 
morning. The attendance was small, 
and the morning was chiefly occupied 
by hearing an address by Dr. Knowles, 
secretary of the American Sabbath 
union, protesting against the opening 
of the World's fair on Sundays. Dele- 
gates were present from Ohio, Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburgh, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Colorado and Indiana.

Co.'s weekly review of trade, published 
this morning, says: 


Stocks rally from extreme depression, but 


business shows no substantial Improvement. 
The distribution of products to nnai consum- 
ers Is ratter less encouraglntr, though the 
weather has been generally more favorable 
and at some points helps retail trade. Whole- 
sale business and production showed this week 
more hesitation with regard to the crops next 
fall, the possibilities of tariff changes and 
money uncertainties. Some larce failures and 
many of minor importance show the effects ol 
Increasing stringency in the money market, 
and while money Is comparatively easy here 
the pressure at other points has Increased. 
Almost everywhere collections are Blow and 
doubtful about the future effects ot new under- 
takings, although the present volume of trade, 
based upon past orders. Is remarkably large. 
The treasury Is in a stronger position than 
for some weeks .past, but exports In gold 
have not notably Increased. 


At Boston boots and shoes are more active, 


and larger orders «r* seen tor rubber goods, 
•while lumber Is In strong demand. At Phila- 
delphia hardware Is active and trade in gro- 
ceries fair. Baltimore reports trade In wool- 
ens backward; In boots and shoes slow. Iron 
Is weaker at Pittsburgh; coal und glass, fair. 
At Cincinnati collections an alow and money 
In demand. Trade at Cleveland is generally 
dull. The monetary situation is Improved at 
Indianapolis, banks being in good condition, 
but at Detroit lobbing trade Is B to 10 per oent.
